IN CONDUCTING THE BUSINESS OF THE CONVENTION OF THE 
DIOCESE OF WESTERN NEW YORK. 


I. After the Convention has passed upon the irregular and defective certificates 
if any, reported by the Committee under Section 5th of Canon II., the next business 
in order shall be the election of a Secretary in conformity with the Canon,

VIII. No motion shall be put or debated until it is seconded; and, when sec- 
onded, it shall be stated by the President before debate; and every motion shall be 
reduced to writing, when required by the President or any member. 


IX. If the question in debate contains several distinct propositions, any member 
may have the same divided, 


X. ‘When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received, unless to lay 
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it on the table; to postpone it indefinitely; to postpone it to a certain time; to 
commit it, or to amend it; and motions for either of these purposes shall have prece- 
dence in the order herein named. But a motion to adjourn shall always be in order 
when no member is speaking, and shall be decided without debate; and if it be 
negatived, it shall not be renewed until some other business has intervened. 


XI. A motion to lay on the table shall be decided without debate. 


XII. On a question being put by the President, it shall be determined by the 
sound of voices, for or against it; but any member may require a count of the votes, 
and tellers for that purpose shall be appointed by the Chair: or any three votes 
may, previous to a decision by count, require the ayes and noes to be taken, which 
shall be done by calling the names of the clerical members and of the churches repre- 
sented, and the votes shall be entered in the Journals. 


XIII. Any five votes may require the ayes and noes to be taken by orders; and 
when so taken they shall be entered on the minutes. 


XIV. No member may speak more than twice on the same question without 
leave of the House. 


XV. A question being decided, shall not be reconsidered during the same session 
without the consent of two-thirds of the votes of the Convention, nor without the 
motion for that purpose being made by one of the majority on the prior decision ; 
nor shall any question be reconsidered more than once. 


XVI. All Special Committees shall be appointed by the Chair, unless otherwise 
specially directed by the House ; in which case they shall be appointed by ballot. 


XVII. The election of the Standing Committee, and of Deputies to the General 
Convention, and the election of any person to supply a vacancy in the Board of 
Trustees of the Fund for the Support of the Episcopate, or in the Board of Trustees 
of the Christmas Fund for Disabled Clergymen—as also, for the election of a Treas- 
urer of the Convention, and a Treasurer for the Christmas Fund for Disabled Cler- 
gymen—shall be the order of the day for 12 o’clock, on the second day of every 
annual meeting of the Convention. 


XVIII. No standing rule or order shall be suspended, changed, or rescinded 
without one day’s previous notice of a motion to that effect, unless by the votes of 
two-thirds of the persons present entitled to vote. 


XIX. Before the final adjournment of any session of the Convention, the minutes 
of the last day’s proceedings shall be read, corrected and approved. 


XX. Unless otherwise ordered by the Convention, it shall meet at 9 o’clock in 
the morning ; take a recess from I to 3 o’clock in the afternoon, and adjourn for the 
day at 6 o’clock P. M.

Tuis being the day fixed by the Constitution of the Diocese of 
Western New York, for the meeting of the Annual Convention of the 
same, the Rt. Rev. ARTHUR CLEVELAND Coxe, D. D., Bishop of the 
_Diocese, and a number of the Clergy and Laity, assembled in the Ca- 
thedral Church of S. Paul, in the city of Buffalo, the place appointed 
by the Bishop for the meeting. 


MORNING PRAYER was said at eight o’clock, at which the Rev. W. 
W. Battershall officiated, assisted by the Rev. William Atwill, who read 
the SECOND Lesson, and the Rev. M. A. Johnson, who said the CREED 
and COLLECTS. 


At ten o’clock A. M., the Bishop and Clergy entered the Church 
singing the 316th Hymn. ‘The Bishop said a Bidding Prayer for the 
good estate of the one Holy Catholic and Apostolic Church, etc., and 
then with the Lorp’s Prayer, offered the Synodical Prayer. The 
LITANY was said by the Rev. W. S. Perry, D. D. 


The ANTE-COMMUNION Service was said by the Rev. William Shel- 
ton, D. D., assisted in the EpisrLr by the Rev. Kendrick Metcalf, D. D., 
and the Rev. Henry Anstice in the GospEeL. The NICcENE CREED was 
said by the Rev. L. B. Van Dyck. The SERMoN was preached by the 
Rey. Abner Jackson, D. D., LL.D., President of Trinity College, Hart- 
ford, in commemoration of the late Bishop of the Diocese. The 
OFFERTORY was said by the Rev. Edward Ingersoll, D. D. 
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FLoly Communion—Organization—L lection of Secretary. 


The Hoty Communion was then celebrated by the Rt. Rev. the 
Bishop, in which he was assisted by the Rev. M. VanRensselaer, D. D., 
the Rev. Kendrick Metcalf, D. D., the Rev. R. I. Germain, and the 
Rev. Henry Lockwood. The Post-Communion Service was said by 
the Rev. J. V. Van Ingen, D. D., with the BenEpicTion by the Bishop.

2. To amend Sec. I.so as to read, ‘‘The Bishop and Standing Committee of this 
Diocese are hereby appointed the Education Board thereof, and, ex-officio, Trustees 
of the DeLancey Divinity School,” 

3. Section 2° to be entitled Sec.'4. 

4. To insert as Sec. 2, The Missionary Board shall consist of the Bishop, to- 
gether with eight Clergymen and eight Laymen (seven of whom shall constitute a 
quorum), to be elected annually from the Diocese at large, but with a view to the 
representation of the different sections and interests thereof; and this Board shall 
have full power with regard to Missionary operations within the Diocese, under such 
rules as they may adopt—the Bishop having the nomination of all Missionaries, 
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Adoption of Proposed Missionary System—Com. appointed to nominate a Board. 


5. To insert as Sec. 3. In lieu of the collections for Diocesan Missions, the sys- 
tem of pledges of specific sums by individuals is hereby adopted, and it shall be the 
duty of each Rector and Missionary to carry into effect such plan for obtaining and 
collecting the same as the Missionary Board shall adopt and recommend. 

6. In the sixth line of the last paragraph of Sec. 4, to strike out the words 
‘*Education and.” 


In connection with the above report your Committee beg leave to impress their 
conviction that the efficiency of the proposed board, while mainly depending upon a 
faithful working of the pledge system, will yet be largely promoted by strict adherence 
to the plan of local representation, and the introduction into the Board itself of Mis- 


sionaries in active service.

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TO THE THIRTY-THIRD ANNUAL CONVENTION. 


My REVEREND BRETHREN, AND BRETHREN OF THE LAITY: 


The circumstances in which we are again permitted to meet, after a 
year of mercies, demand first of all am expression of gratitude to God. 
Four times, in answer to your prayers, have I crossed the perilous At- 
lantic, accompanied in two of those passages by members of my family ; 
and often, while in Europe, traveling by land and water, I have had oc- 
casion to regard myself as protected by special providences, perhaps, in 
consequence of the repeated intercessions of faithful friends and breth- 
ren. Above all, I have reason to bless God that the immediate pur- 
pose of my voyages and travels has been secured. When [I last’ 
addressed you and received your kind expressions of approval with 
regard to my proposed vacation, I had much reason to fear that over- 
work had seriously affected my constitution. Unpleasant symptoms had 
appeared, such as I have ever thought, especially in this age of excite- 
ments and nervous maladies, should be heeded and practically obeyed as 
warnings from a merciful Creator. What I have done has been blessed 
accordingly. In many respects I feel better fitted to serve you than I 
was when consecrated to be the coadjutor of my beloved predecessor ; 
and I pray God to give me grace so to use my renewed strength as best 
to serve Him in the office to which he has called me. May He spare 
me for vigorous and successful efforts in the service of your souls; and 
save you from the exceeding great trial of seeing your Bishop prema- 
turely disabled, amid growing necessities of the Diocese. 

My duties were never so exacting as just at that moment, when I felt 
myself forced to rest a little before undertaking them. The condition 
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of Hobart College and of De Veaux; the new measures of organization 
demanded by the erection of the new Diocese, and our consequent 
change of circumstances; the amendment of our constitution, and of 
our missionary system; and the restoration to order and method of our 
Funded and Offertory resources ; these, with other pressing matters, or- 
dinary and extraordinary, were the work to which I found my strength 
so unequal. Anxiety about them followed me wherever I went; and 
while nothing but expressions of kindly concern for myself reached me 
from my Diocese, I felt constrained, in mid-winter, to return to my 
work, though I had reason to believe that circumstances would probably 
force me to make another voyage before the close of the Diocesan year. 
I sailed from Liverpool for New York, on the first day of this year, and 
was engaged in my Diocese till the last week in May. During that time 
I was able to devote myself to special efforts in parts of the Diocese 
which seemed to need them most. I visited most of the parishes in the 
counties of Allegany, Cattaraugus, Erie, Genesee, Livingston, Monroe, 
Niagara, Ontario, Orleans, Steuben, Wayne, Wyoming and Yates; and 
these visitations were made not’expressly to hold confirmations, but to 
cheer and to aid the labors of faithful pastors. I have reason to believe 
that happy results have followed and will yet follow this new feature of 
my Episcopal work, especially if I shall be able to make it more and 
more characteristic of our Diocesan system. ‘To the city of Rochester, 
more especially, I devoted much time and effort, stimulated by the very 
vigorous work which the resident clergy are doing, and by their new and 
noble enterprises for Church enlargement and beneficence. To Lock- 
port I paid a visit, for similar reasons. These large towns are all-im- 
portant centres, and must be reinforced and developed as such by every 
means in our power, for noble Christian ends; and I may say the same 
of Batavia and Geneva and Bath, which, for obvious reasons, are of 
great importance to the Diocese, and, which have received all the at- 
tention I could give them, with fidelity to the claims of others. JI am 
not without strong hopes that, ere long, the Southern tier of counties 
will begin to find in Corning, Hornellsville, Olean and Jamestown strong 
abutments and bulwarks. The new life and energy which have been 
developed in Olean are especially encouraging, and most of the feeble 
parishes in those counties are not without corresponding tokens of im- 
provement and self-reliance, under God. I purpose a speedy visit to 
Chautauqua county, where I expect to find much to encouarage me in 
Fredonia, and where Dunkirk and Westfield are struggling into new 
positions of influence, which demand from me, and from the Diocese, 
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every possible encouragement. I might make further mention of par- 
ishes, such as Watkins, Geneseo and Medina, which are rapidly gaining 
in strength and in the spirit which begets strength ; but I have directed 
attention to those, more especially, which, from their geographical charac- 
ter, are rising into a new relative importance in the altered circumstances 
of the Diocese. 

During my absence the Standing Committee has exercised its limited 
jurisdiction with great wisdom and efficiency, and I cannot refrain from 
thus thanking them for their work, nor from a particular record of my 
obligations to the Rev. Dr. Ingersoll who has so faithfully performed 
his duties as Vicar-General. 

In like manner I desire to thank the Rev. Drs. Van Rensselaer and 
Perry for their faithful performance of a very trying and laborious duty 
in a matter of discipline. To the Rev. Dr. Van Ingen I am especially 
indebted for the editorial pains by which I was enabled to present to 
the Diocese some account of my late observations abroad, in the form 
of a publication on “ the Signs of the Times.” ‘To many others I owe 
much for valuable services of a less public nature, but which have not 
been less useful, indirectly, to the Diocese. As the usage of the Dio- 
cese does not sanction a vote of thanks for Convention Sermons, I 
would express my own personal thanks, in which I am sure you will 
heartily join, in the exceptional circumstances of this occasion, for the 
two valuable Historic Memorial Sermons preached in your hearing this 
week. The Rev. Dr. Jackson, who has kindly visited us from another 
Diocese, deserves my particular thanks, in view of the long journey he 
was forced to make in order to-render us this service. Long and inti- 
mate relations with Bishop DeLancey gave him peculiar qualifications 
for offering this tribute to his memory. 

Details concerning confirmations and other services will be found 
in the usual tables herewith presented. They are, of course, but meagre 
as compared with the results of unbroken annual work in former years. 
God grant that the coming year may be so full of blessing as to balance 
the deficiencies, and that the temporary abatement may prove as the 
pause of the runner who throws himself back for a moment only to 
spring afresh into the race, and to come more triumphantly to his goal. 

Let me congratulate you on one labor of love, which by the aid of 
our brethren in Central New York, we have been enabled to complete. 
On the roth of May, assisted by the Bishop of Central New York, and 
by the Bishops of Maine and Vermont, I consecrated the Memorial 
church of Bishop DeLancey, by the name of S. Peter’s Church, in 
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Geneva. It was a day of great interest and of sweet refreshing mem- 
ories; and the gathering of many brethren from different parts of the 
country, drawn by the common bond of love and veneration for our 
first Bishop, was the source of pure fraternal joys to all, and I doubt not, 
of many new and holy aspirations. May we all be led to copy the ex- 
ample set before us in the life and death we then commemorated, while 
we glorified Christ in his faithful servant, our departed father in God. 

During the octave of this consecration a succession of sermons and 
services prolonged the benefits and sacred pleasures of the occasion. I 
have asked the Rev. Dr. Rankine to make a record of these for publi- 
cation with the Journal of this Diocese; and I would here express my 
sincere thanks to the Rt. Rev. prelates and the Rev. presbyters who 
preached and assisted in the solemnities. I wish the sermons might 
all appear in print and be preserved for the edification of coming 
generations. I was greatly impressed by the variety in unity of their 
material, and I trust the lessons I gained from the beautiful character 
they so ably portrayed may not be altogether unfruitful in my own life 
and Episcopate, should the Lord prolong them. I feel that a very 
high standard is set before me in that character. Pray for me that 
I may not fall too far below it, in my efforts to perform what is left 
for me to do in the work to which I have succeeded. The new 
church is sufficiently large and is not unworthy of its purposes, in any 
respect. Let it be remembered that it was begun just at the moment 
when all things were in confusion, at the close of an exhausting war, 
and when demands and enterprises the most various and exacting had 
drained the resources of our people. While the cost of labor has been 
much greater than in former years, and while materials of all kinds have 
been most expensive, this church has been built, and stands in its beauty 
a monument of love and a tribute to that zeal for missionary effort and 
church-extension, which was characteristic of Bishop DeLancey. I can- 
not but add, however, that we owe the success of the measure, and ina 
large degree the architectural proprieties of the fabric, to the persever- 
ance and good taste of the Rev. Dr. Rankine, now President of Hobart 
College. I cannot speak too highly of what he has done for the Diocese 
in this matter. May he live to see a tower and spire added to give 
finish to. the design, and to hear a chime of bells making a joyful noise 
and calling a willing people to the doors of the Memorial Church. And 
may many souls, born to God therein, be the eternal monument and 
reward of his labors and of all who have cheered and aided him in this 
undertaking. 
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While this occasion has renewed and quickened our sympathies with 
the family of Bishop DeLancey, I regret to add that fresh occasion for 
our condolence has since been given by the death of Mr. John Peter 
DeLancey, of Geneva, so well known among us and so much respected 
for his worth and amiable character. ‘To his widow and to all the fam- 
ily of which he was a beloved member, I offer the sincerest expression 
of a sorrow, which, I am sure, is common to us all. 

The mention of one untimely death suggests the propriety of not 
over-looking another. You will join with me in words of sorrow and 
regret for Robert Hunt, the son of our lamented Washington Hunt, a 
candidate for Holy Orders, and a youth of the very fairest promise, a 
treasure and ornament to the church. How mysterious are the ways of 
God, when such as he are so much needed, when such instances of 
self-devotion are so rare—we are deprived of this one. But thank God, 
his shining example lives and should not be forgotten. Let your sons 
be prompted to rise up and claim his place. In some way the Lord 
will make his death fruitful for good. ‘There must be some great de- 
sign when the Merciful Saviour thus removes “the only Son of his 
Mother and she a widow.” Let that stricken parent be remembered in 
our prayers, as in our sincerest sympathies. 

Hobart College remains, as heretofore, the all-important and common 
concern of every man, woman and child in the Diocese. There is no 
interest of the church in Western New York that must not suffer if it 
languishes ; life and vigor and general improvement will be the result 
of its competent endowment and support. I shall say no more on the 
subject, at this time, save only thit I warmly thank, and in mine office, 
I bless those who have set a good example, during the past year, as lib- 
eral contributors to its funds. DeVeaux College continues to do well 
under its present able and accomplished head. ‘Though I shall ever 
regret the painful providences which removed Dr. Van Rensselaer from 
its management, at a very critical moment in its history, I fully believe 
that the difficulties which were unavoidable in consequence of his retire- 
ment have been surmounted, and that, by God’s blessing, we may now 
look for a growing and enlarging prosperity, as the result of long years 
of patient toil and anxiety on the part of all who, in various depart- 
ments of responsibility, have been charged with this sacred Trust. 

My visit to Europe, as you know, was planned for rest, not for excite- 
ment or effort, in any respect. To my plan I was able to adhere in a 
good degree; and while I cheerfully performed such moderate services 
as seemed to be thrown naturally in my way, I declined many invitations 
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to tasks of a more laborious sort, which in themselves were pleasing, and 
even tempting. I have kept a record of my work “ out of the Diocese,” 
as usual; and it will be published in outline, with this address. Of op- 
portunities which I was not able to accept, I will permit myself to speak 
of one, only, because it is not without interest in a public point of view. 
The death of our munificent countryman, Mr. Peabody, was as deeply 
felt in England, as among ourselves. All that national gratitude could 
do was done to honor his memory. A gravein Westminster Abbey was 
offered, and when it was declined, that noble temple was temporarily 
opened to receive his remains, while thousands flocked to pay their 
tribute to the departed, and sermons were preached to extol his splendid 
example. I had the honor of being invited to take part in these solem- 
nities, and to preach one of the Memorial Sermons ; and I regretted that 
I could not accept it, more especially because of the spirit with which 
the invitation was pressed, on grounds of international good will, and 
as a token of the unity of our churches. I trust the grave of Peabody 
has not closed upon the last example of more than princely munificence 
among the wealthy men of our country. I trust that every one of us, in 
our humble degree, will imitate that example, as long as we live, es- 
pecially in building up our own Diocesan Schools, and Colleges, and 
Institutions of Christian benevolence. 

You are aware of the fact that I took occasion of my flying visit to 
the Continent to see all I could see, and to learn all I could learn of the 
great movements of the European mind, in connection with the Vatican 
Council of 1869. I had the gratification of seeing my letter to the 
Romish Primate translated and circulated in divers languages, and es- 
pecially throughout Italy; and I have learned, with gratitude to God, 
that in its Greek verson it has been not without its use throughout the 
East, not only in displaying the position and spirit of our own Occiden- 
tal Church, but also in reminding our Eastern brethren that they have 
duties at this crisis which nothing can so well fit them to discharge as 
the renewed study of Scripture and Antiquity. Under the oppressive 
influence of that medizval nightmare, the Papacy, the Latin churches of 
Europe sleep, but are not dead. Now is the time when the renovation 
of a Catholic and primitive spirit is all that is wanted to give the Church 
and the Gospel their legitimate power and free course throughout the 
world. te 
I shall ever rejoice that my visit to Europe, at this crisis, has enabled 
me to gather useful material for future work and food for reflection, 
which I hope to turn to account in my intercourse with the clergy and 
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laity of my Diocese. But I am yet more thankful that in England, es- 
pecially, I have learned much in the society of many excellent bishops, 
clergymen and laymen, concerning the questions of the day, as they 
affect alike the Church of England and our own. ‘The past year has 
been full of most interesting practical questions of this kind. ‘The dis- 
establishment and spoliation of the Insh Church, an entire change in 
the Lectionary, and the projected revision of our common English 
Bible have been chief matters of discussion, Of others, hardly less im- 
portant, but more exclusively English, I say nothing at this time. What 
I have learned on all these subjects seems to me a sufficient repayment 
for my voyages and expenditure. 

They are concerns which come home to us, in America, and we have 
duties to ourselves and others, with respect tothem. I shall conclude what 
I have to say on this head by referring to one such matter, which calls, in 
my opinion, for the immediate consideration of this Council. You are 
aware of the steps taken by your Bishop—then a presbyter of Mary- 
land—for the protection of our Common English Bible when it was en- 
dangered, in 1857, by the action of an irresponsible, though highly 
respectable, society in our own country. I am hardly less alarmed at 
this time, when a similar peril threatens us, although it proceeds from 
the Convocation of Canterbury. To state no other grounds of objection, 
it seems to me a most unwise thing to undertake a revision of the ver- 
sion of the New Testament at a time when there is no commonly ac- 
cepted Greek Text for its basis, and when the further discovery and 
collation of manuscripts is the acknowledged desideratum of Scriptural 
learning. Nor does the actual condition of Oriental scholarship seem 
to me to warrant experiments in the amendment of the Old Testament 
version. In America we have the strongest reasons for wishing no 
changes in the present generation. They would beget counter-experi- 
ments, and greatly widen our separations and embitter our controver- 
sies. Every sect would set forth its dissident Bible. But I rest my 
objection to this measure on antecedent grounds. I accept the ac- 
knowledged principle of the Lambeth Conference:—that the Anglican 
churches have certain unities and communities, in things sacred, which 
should not be disturbed by the action of any single church without refer- 
ence to the others. ‘This principle is laid down in Holy Scripture, and 
was the rule in the primitive church. Here, then, is a matter of the very 
highest importance, and one which affects every church and Diocese in 
which the English Bible is read, throughout the world. On a sudden, a 
very radical measure concerning it is taken up, pushed through and set 
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in practical operation by the single Province of Canterbury, without 
approval from the sister Province of York, and without a decent pause 
to enable remonstrances or practical suggestions to be made and con- 
sidered. I confess I am amazed and grieved by this proceeding. And 
I am confounded in all my estimates of character and of probabilities, 
when I find it forced upon us by the very body, which, of all others, I 
should have supposed the least likely to tolerate such a proposition. I 
admit that there is nobody in Christendom, so fairly entitled to initiate 
a movement of this kind as the Convocation of the Province of Canter- 
bury. But I do not admit that even that illustrious Province has a 
right to appropriate the entire work, or even to dictate its propriety. I 
do not allow that any single Province has a right to legislate and to act 
alone, for the whole Anglo-Catholic Communion, in any movement 
affecting fundamental things. On this ground, primarily, I trust this 
Council will sustain my views, and that our Great Triennial Synod of 
next year, will most respectfully but very earnestly entreat our Fathers 
and brethren in England, to stay further proceedings, until it shall ap- 
pear that our whole Church, throughout the English-speaking world, 
desires an amended version, and is also agreed as to the principles on 
which amendments should be made. ‘The whole Church, vital in every 
part, must perform its glorious duty as witness and keeper of Holy: Wnit. 

But let me no longer detain you, for there is much to be done. We 
are virtually, a new Diocese, requiring new organizing measures almost 
as really as if we were absolutely in that position. 77st, our Missionary 
system requires attention; Second, our Constitution and Canons must be 
thoroughly revised; and, Zhzrd, several of our all-important financial 
concerns require immediate action. 

I thank God that I am called to record His mercy in the fact that 
none of the clergy of the Diocese have been taken from us by death. 
Our Episcopate has suffered the loss of two greatly respected members : 
the Bishop of New Hampshire and the Bishop of Wisconsin. Both 
were men of the good old school, but both alike were of that happy cast 
of character which enables advancing age to keep up a sympathy with 
the times, and to appreciate and hence to guide and correct the enthu- 
siasm of youth, without discouraging zeal, or repelling any young man 
of worth because of momentary indiscretions. JI pray God that the 
Bishop-elect of New Hampshire may prove, as I feel sure he will, an 
able and worthy successor of the excellent Bishop Chase. To Bishop 
Kemper I felt myself more especially drawn, having known and loved 
him well, and having watched his entire career with admiring eyes, from 
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that interesting moment when the Church sent him forth as her first Mis- 
sionary Bishop. Nobly has he fulfilled his trust, and long will he be 
remembered and revered as the apostle of the Northwest. May the 
esteemed prelate who succeeds to the charge of the Diocese, in which 
he has served so acceptably, as the coadjutor of the departed Bishop, 
be filled with all the spirit of his predecessor, and spared to achieve 
an equally noble work. 

Beloved Brethren, let us now give thought and time to our business, 
and remember that it is the cause of Christ which we are here met to 
promote. Soon our account will be closed; oh, let us work while it is 
called to-day, and by the blessing of God, the generation that shall fol- 
low us will be wiser and better because we have lived and labored in 
its behalf. 


Notr.—It seems proper, here, to place on record the following letter, addressed to 
the editor of the ‘‘ Colonial Church Chronicle,” before I left England. The fact that a 
very kind resolution was passed, in Convocation, just before the subjoined date, look- 
ing to an association of one or more American divines with the Revision Committee, 
in no wise touches the main point of the communication ; which is, that the American 
Church, and other Churches and Provinces, should first be consulted as to the pro- 
priety of Revision, and as to the principles on which the Revision, if resolved upon, 
should be made. 


From the “ Colonial Church Chronicle.” 

S1r,—Your periodical enables one to send a voice to all parts of Anglican Chris- 
tendom, and I take advantage of it to utter a few words of alarm and remonstrance, 
which I know will not be spoken in vain to many of my beloved brethren in the 
sacred ministry. We are threatened with a great evil; and nothing but the timely 
action of the Episcopate and of the Diocesan Synods can effectually meet and avert 
it. By God’s blessing, such action may be found equal to the emergency. We can 
give a world-wide check to world-wide peril and mischief. 

I refer to the experiment of a Revised Version of the Bible which has been so hastily 
begun, and which is so eagerly pushed on by some of its promoters. I use words care- 
fully. I mean no disrespect to the movement in Convocation, which has doubtless 
been prompted by wise and pure motives, as by the best of men; but, for all that, 
what has been done thus far, has been /as¢y ; and I complain that undue rapidity and 
pushing are characteristic of what is now doing by certain active spirits in furtherance 
of the project. 

The debate, in the House of Commons, on Mr. Buxton’s motion, though simply 
amusing in some of its aspects, was at least marked by a general admission of the 
vast importance of the measure, in its relations to the English-speaking world. No 
such serious and worthy view of the case seems to have been taken by those who are 
assuming the direction of the work, and who appear to think that the world must ac- 
cept their labors, without any reference to the spirit or the plan with which they are 
undertaken. One might have expected that, as preliminary to their enterprise, they 
would at least have entered into correspondence with competent persons in America 
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and the Colonies, to inquire what kind of revision, if any, would be likely to afford 
satisfaction, and to gain acceptance among Christians in those populous and growing 
parts. 

Our common English Bible enjoys a wzzversality of acceptance which is of itself an 
advantage not to be outweighed even by an improved version less generally received. 
But no such version can be so generally received. I speak from a knowledge of facts. 
The old Bible comes to all the progeny of England throughout the world as a com-- 
mon inheritance. Devout men value it for a thousand reasons, not easily explained, 
analyzed, or even enumerated. Enough that they venerate it as identified with their 
religion, history and literature, and as a legacy from their forefathers. Even those 
who are not devout regard it with the utmost veneration for its noble associations, and 
as a ‘‘well of English undefiled.” It is impossible for any ‘‘amended” version to 
» gain such a place or hold on men’s minds. It will be accepted as a curiosity; it must 
be valued as a work for reference and comparison; but ‘‘the new patch on the old 
garment” will ever be viewed as unseemly botching, and the old Bible will retain its 
place in the hearts and consciences of Christians and in the lectionary of the churches. 
We can put up with the occasional blemishes of a work which is a growth from the 
ancient roots of English piety and learning; but the very mistakes of Andrewes and 
his contemporaries will be less intolerable than the meddlesome accuracy of an age 
like ours; this age of newspaper English, and of rash, unripe, and speculative 
scholarship in sacred letters. In an age when the original text of Scripture is the 
subject of so much dispute, and when genuine criticism begins to marvel at the unex- 
plored treasures of MSS. which are daily coming to light,—in such an age, to say 
nothing of the unrest and turbulence which mark it as a period of mere ¢vazsition as 
regards Christian thoughts and theological confessions, it is painful to see good men 
undertaking this great work with a certain dash and flippancy of adventure, which 
might excite astonishment, were the enterprise one of a simply literary character, 
especially if it were one of common interest to the entire republic of letters. 

But this is not the place to enter upon a detailed expression of the manifold and 
complicated reasons which influence me to believe that a very great injury is about to 
be done to the religious feeling and principle of nations and provinces. I wish, 
merely to deprecate the measure at the very outset, as a member of that Episcopate 
to which primary consideration is due in a matter so tenderly affecting the spiritual 
interests of Churches, and with which, in largest degree, must rest responsibility in 
the exercise of the great functions of the Church as a witness and keeper of Holy 
Writ. I must at least appeal to my own Diocesan Synod on the subject, and do all 
that it may be in my power to do to awaken and alarm the American Church, and 
American Christians generally, with reference to the peril now threatening their com- 
mon inheritance. My purpose in writing this letter is to implore others in their 
several spheres and stations to do likewise. 

I find it difficult to close without a word of reference to one fact. If I am not mis- 
informed, the Synod of a single Province of the Church of England has moved ina 
matter deeply affecting the religious interests of many lands without even the form of 
co-operation with the sister Province of York—to say nothing of sister Churches in 
Ireland, Scotland, America, and the Colonies. It is incredible that due reflection 
has been given to the immensity and variety of the interests in these Churches, which 
this movement will disturb, imperil, and perhaps destroy. Should not ‘‘the mem- 
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bers (of the one body) have the same care one for another?” Is it right that what so 
intimately concerns the most sacred things of all, should be taken into hand by the 
few ? 

I do not wish to say anything as to the very respectable Zersonnel of the Revising 
Committee. No one can object to many of its members; but I must say that no 
Committee, raised as this has been raised, will command general confidence—much 
less can its results be entitled to general reception, 

Tam sure the general feeling in America would be one of entire willingness to 
leave any task of revision in the hands of English divines and scholars. But, con- 
sidering the hold which the Old Version has obtained upon our hearts, and in view 
of the common respect yielded to it by our English speaking population of 30,000,000 
—widely separated in other religious concerns—it seems to me not unreasonable for 
us to lament that, before this attempt was actually begun, no inquiry was made as to 
its probable effect upon the spiritual concerns of such a nation; no Conference invited 
as to the plan or principles which ought to be observed in dealing with the lively 
oracles of God in their practical application to the souls of men. 

I would only add that, seeing this matter was not brought forward at the ‘‘Lam- 
beth Conference,” though not entirely overlooked, we had reason to believe that it 
would not soon come up as a practical measure. I know there are those among Eng- 
lish writers who entirely disregard the external relations of the Church of England, 
and who seem desirous to exclude her from any place of influence in Christendom at 
large; but I think even these, could they be led to reflect on the real character of 
such a policy, would admit that it is true wisdom for England, even in a national 
point of view, to confirm and develop every tie by which she is now so tenderly con- 
nected with those Christians throughout the world who look to her as a mother, and 
who expect from her something like maternal interest in return.

(1.) REPORT. 


To the Convention of the Diocese of Western New York: 


The Education and Missionary Board respectfully report to the Convention: That 
during the past year it has contributed to the support of thirty-one Clergymen. The 
present number is twenty-eight. 

The amount received from the Churches for Diocesan Missions has been $3,625.86. 
From interest on the Permanent Fund, $666.77. The stipends have been punctually 
paid. F 

For a statement in detail of the amount raised, the objects to which it has been 
applied, the Churches which have contributed, with the amount of each, and also the . 
Churches which have failed to make and forward their contributions, as required by 
Canon XIV., the Board refer to the Annual Keport of the Treasurer of the Diocese, 
and to the list of Churches contributing, and contained in an Appendix to the Journal. 

The Report of the De Lancey Divinity School, under the charge of the Board, is 
given below. 

The list of Missionary Appointments for the past year is appended to this Report. 

There have been expended under the direction of the Board for the last Diocesan 
Convention, $583.37. 

Aid to the amount of $171.15 has been granted to candidates for Holy Orders. 

The operations of the Board have not been extended during the past year as they 
could have wished. 

It is hoped that at this Convention some action may be taken toward increasing the 
efficiency of the Missionary work. 

Impressed with the importance of the subject, the Board appointed, some months 
since, a sub-Committee to take the matter into consideration. 
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The report of this Committee has been adopted as that of the Board, and will be 
presented to the Convention, to receive, it is hoped, its favorable action. 
All of which is respectfully submitted.

I. All stipends are paid quarterly by drafts drawn by the Secretary of the Educa- 
tion and Missionary Board on the Treasurer, 


These drafts are made payable in New 
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York City Funds; and Bankers generally throughout the Diocese will cash them 
without charge; if not, any Missionary can obtaina Bank Check on New York by 
sending his draft to the Treasurer by mail. 


2. Missionaries must give notice to the Secretary of the time when they com- 
mence their services at the Station, in order that their drafts may be properly 
made out. 


3. For the same reason, Missionaries resigning their appointments must send 
notice to the Secretary. 


4. Missionaries and Missionary Parishes must make and forward the Monthly 
Collections regularly, or lose their stipend. 


At a meeting of this body, held February 9, the following resolution was passed : 


Resolved, That a Committee, to consist of two Clergymen and one Layman, be ap- 
pointed to report to this Board a plan for the modification and rearrangement of the 
Missionary System of the Diocese. 


In obedience to this resolution your Committee beg leave respectfully to report, 
That they have given the subject as much consideration, by consultation and reflection, 
as their duties and engagements would permit. 

As a just tribute to all who shared in the Missionary organization of the original 
Diocese of Western New York, your Committee beg leave to say, That they con- 
sider its steady, healthy, and rapid growth, as due, among other things, to their wise 
plans and persistent zeal in the cause of Diocesan Missions. To be true to its own 
history, the Diocese should ever consider the work of Missions within its own borders 
as claiming its chief care and absorbing its prayerful and steady zeal. 

1. There was entire simplicity and the absence of all complicated machinery in its 
missionary organization; the Bishop, as chief missionary, being the life and centre of 
it all. 

2. There was reliance on regular systematic contributions, under Canonical regu- 
lation and authority. as 

Under this system, the monthly reports of the Treasurer served as an index of the 
fervor, or decline, of Missionary interest. It gave to the Bishop occasion and guid- 
ance, in pastoral addresses, either of congratulation and encouragement, or of rallying 
to new effort and greater sacrifice. The system worked well—ow well let the two 
flourishing Dioceses into which the original Diocese of Western New York has been 
divided be the proof. 

During the greater part of our past history, the unavoidable law of Church work 
has been to stand like a beaten anvil, to hold our own, to act on the defensive and 
apologize for the Church. That day is passed. We are now entering on a new reach 
of Church history, an aggressive warfare, and we are bound to prosecute it in the most 
effective and vigorous manner. 

To accomplish this, your Committee would respectfully recommend the following 
as aids to efficient action in our present Missionary System. 

1. A Board of Missions that shall be distinct and separate from the Standing Com- 
mittee, who, with the Bishop at its head, shall have the charge and direction of the 
Missionary work of the Diocese. 
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But it is desirable that the members of the Missionary Board should be able to over- 
look and visit the fields of missionary labor. Your Committee would, therefore, 
further suggest the expediency of selecting the members of the Board of Missions, both 
clerical and lay, as far as practicable, from such parts of the Diocese as will best rep- 
resent and promote its missionary interests. 

2. But as no missionary system, however simple and well adapted to its work, can 
be efficient without the means to carry on its labors of love, your Committee are 
confident that here is the rallying point where the forces of the Diocese should be 
brought to bear with the most vigorous effort. Provide only a scanty hire for the 
laborer, and the work will not be done. There is needed, therefore,-—and in the judg- 
ment of your Committee this is the one great need—some plan that all, Bishop, Clergy 
and Laity will co-operate in, that will give, if not an abundant, yet a steady and sure 
supply. After much deliberation your Committee can suggest no plan, in their esti- 
mation, more likely to yield a large and uniform supply than the pledge system, adopted 
in the Diocese of Central New York. 

To the united and vigorous working of that system, warmly commended and earn- 
estly carried out by Bishop, Clergy and Laity, is largely due, in the judgment of your 
Committee, the commendable success in other fields, in raising funds for missionary 
work. 

It will give weight to the plans herein respectfully submitted, that they introduce no 
material change in the system that worked so well in the original Diocese of Western 
New York for more than a quarter of a century, that it won the deserved title of 
being ‘‘the model Diocese.”

Ingersoll and Shelton the thanks of the Committee are especially due for 
large and valuable contributions to the archives. 

The Committee, by correspondence and exchanges with the Secretaries and Regis- 
trars of other Dioceses, have secured Convention journals and pamphlet publications, 
which are of considerable importance.

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The Committee have also one hundred and twenty-nine duplicate journals of West- 
ern New York, and two hundred and eight duplicate journals of other Dioceses. 
These will be valuable for exchanging to complete sets. 

It is the intention of the Committee that the miscellaneous pamphlets shall be prop: 
erly arranged, and an index, both of subjects and authors, prepared. Thus whatever 
is gathered may be of practical use for consultation. 

A small room in the Cathedral church has been set apart for the use of the Com- 
mittee. This will probably be changed during the autumn for one larger and more 
convenient of access. 

To facilitate the work already begun, and continue it properly for the use of the 
Diocese, the Committee recommend, that hereafter, in place of the Committee on 
Archives, there be a Registrar of the Diocese, who shall be elected annually by the

C. Supply of the Sacred Ministry. 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE. 


The Committee on the Supply of the Sacred Ministry report as follows: 


Thirteen young men, pledged to enter the Sacred Ministry of the Church, have 
pursued their studies at Hobart College during the past year. Each of these receives 
free tuition, and $100 per annum from the Ayrault Scholarships, of which there are 
fifteen belonging to the College. Seven have received additional aid from the Society 
for the Increase of the Ministry; four of whom belong to this Diocese; one belonging 
to the Diocese of New York, has been aided by the Society for the Promotion of 
Religion and Learning; one from the Diocese of Albany, has been assisted by the 
Bishop of that Diocese; one from Central New York is a beneficiary of the Rev. C. 
H. Platt Scholarship, of Christ Church, Binghamton. Of those belonging to this 
Diocese, one is the beneficiary of the Rev. Chas. H. Platt Scholarship, of Grace 
Church, Lyons; one of the Scholarship of S. Peter’s Church, Niagara Falls, and one 
of the Scholarship of Trinity Church, Geneva. Besides the above, the Committee 
can report, one pupil in the Carey Collegiate Institute, one in De Veaux College, and 
one at a private school in Geneva, who are studying with a view to the Ministry. 
There are also several young men in Hobart College of exemplary Christian character, 
whose attention has been strongly drawn to the duty of entering the ministry, but 
who have not yet decided as to choice of a profession. 
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The candidates for Holy Orders belonging to the Diocese are not included in this 
Report, as they are placed more exclusively under the care of the Bishop. 

In view of the great importance of the subject entrusted to them, your Committee 
took the liberty to address to the Parochial Clergy and Missionaries of the Diocese 
the following circular: i 


GENEVA, N. Y., July 20, 1870. 
kev. and Dear Brother: 

Will you oblige ‘‘the Committee on the Supply of the Sacred Ministry,” of the 
Diocese of Western New York, by sending to their Chairman a reply to the following 
questions : s 

1. Are there any persons belonging to your Parish studying for the Sacred 
Ministry? and if so, where? and from what source do they receive their support? 

2. Are there any in your Parish desirous of studying for the Ministry, if they 
could receive pecuniary aid sufficient to enable them to accomplish their purpose? 

3. Do you know of any in your Parish or neighborhood engaged in secular pur- 
suits or as Ministers of other religious bodies, who would desire to enter the Ministry 
of our Church, if they could be aided in qualifying themselves for the work? 

An answer to these inquiries, 27 season to aid the Committee in preparing their report 
to the next Convention of the Diocese, August 17th, is most respectfully and earnestly 
solicited, 

The Committee would also be thankful for any information or suggestions with 
reference to the important subject entrusted to them which you may be pleased to 
communicate,

Our object was two-fold: Ist, To elicit information and suggestions from our 
brethren which might be useful to the purpose we have in hand; and, 2d, To awaken 
attention to a subject which depends mainly upon their efforts and influence. Many 
of the Clergy have kindly responded to the inquiries, and some have made valuable 
suggestions to the Committee, for which we desire to make grateful acknowledgment. 
From others no answers have been received. The Committee beg leave to incor- 
porate in their report an extract from the response of one of our most respected 
presbyters. Hesays: ‘‘With an experience and observation of twenty-eight years 
in the Ministry of the Church, and not a little intercourse and success with the young, 
I may safely venture some remarks on the subject of your inquiries. I say, then, that 
the Clergy have a mighty means of influence with young men in bringing them into 
the Ministry, or in repelling them from it. This influence consists in close intimacy 
with the young, even from infancy, through childhood and youth, and that, too, not 
to be relaxed at any future period so far as there may be opportunity. This intimacy, 
like that of parents with children, ought ever to be in the exercise of friendly acts, of 
kindness amid the trials and changes of life, with tender forbearance toward the 
foibles of the young, and due allowance for their temptations and dangers. Such a 
bearing on the part of a clergyman, especially, will do much to win the confidence 
of the young, and engage them in a preparation for the Ministry. But how is it 
with the opposite course? What is the effect of cold indifference or careless neglect? 
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I can bear witness that it deeply offends the sensitiveness of the young, chills their 
sympathies, and even repels them from Christian society and Christian living.” 

Another respected brother of large experience has remarked, ‘‘that small country 
Parishes have furnished the larger proportion of our clergy,” a fact attested by our 
own observation. 

We believe there are very few Parishes, either rural or urban, in which a faithful 
pastor might not find one pupil, at least, with the right character and disposition to be 
educated for the Ministry, and we are equally sure that, if the right persons can be 
found, the means for their education will not be wanting. 

Your Committee cannot conclude their report without noticing and deploring the 
fact that so few of the educated young men of the country are devoting themselves to 
their Master’s work in the sacred office. This is true of other religious bodies in a 
more marked degree, perhaps, than in our own Church. Of the class which gradu- 
ated this year at Yale College—an institution which has, from the beginning, been the 
great nursery of the Calvanistic Ministry in our land, consisting of one hundred and 
thirteen members, only eleven, or less than one in ten of the whole number, have 
elected the Ministry as their profession. We regard the fact thus indicated as one 
of the most alarming features in the present aspect of Christianity in this country. 
To churchmen, especially, who are called, by a present and especial Providence clearly 
manifested, to restore and preserve to our countrymen ‘‘the faith as it was once deliv- 
ered to the saints”—to fill up with the true ministry of the one Holy Catholic 
Church the places being so rapidly vacated by the teachers of an effete theology, and 
meet the demands of a vast, varied and fearfully accumulating population, it has 
become a question of the gravest moment, surpassing in importance, perhaps, all 
the other problems of the day. How can we obtain a due supply of pious, learned 
and able ministers of God’s word and sacraments for the present and for the coming 
generations? O Lord! raise up thy power and come among us!

D. On Suvap Schools. 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE. 


Your Committee, in the varied and multiplied opinions, new and old, connected 
with Sunday Schools, have little hope of suggesting any permanent solution of the 
difficulties surrounding the subject. It is certain that Sunday Schools, as they are 
usually conducted, do not accomplish all the good that those interested in thorough 
Christian education could desire. Indeed, there are many honest thinking men who 
doubt the efficacy of the system altogether, believing it to be a questionable substitute 
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for the home drill and family catechising of the Christian fireside. One hour of the 
week (168 hours) for God and the children he has given us can hardly satisfy the 
parental conscience. Your Committee look back despondingly to the good old days 
of ‘‘pious George Herbert,” when the Sunday afternoon was given wholly to cheerful 
worship and the catechizing of the whole flock, with family reading and sacred music 
in the evening. In this way the young were made to enjoy the ‘‘first day, the day of 
all the week, the best.” We, therefore, respectfully commend the afternoon as the 
most appropriate time for the session of the Sunday School, and that the Rector 
should always be present to lead the devotions by selected and varying portions of our 
‘beautiful liturgy,” with lively chanting, inspiring hymnsand carols. This, of course, 
dispenses with the piles of Sunday School books of devotion and ephemeral songs, 
and makes the youth familiar with the Book of Common Prayer itself; which, next to 
the Bible, cannot be too early learned and loved. We therefore respectfully submit 
the following resolutions: 


I. Resolved, That the object of Christian Doctrine and Worship demands of our 
Sunday Schools familiarity with the Church Catechism and the history of the Chris- 
tian Religion. 


2. Resolved, That it is the duty of every parish to prepare all the children therein 
to be catechised by the Bishop, when he shall desire it, and thus constantly bring for- 
ward the young in preparation for the holy rite of Confirmation. 


3. Lesolved, That it is the duty of Sunday School teachers and parents to remind 
the boys especially, that to be useful and happy they must give themselves early to 
doing good, as did Samuel, Daniel, Timothy, and Augustine. 


4. Resolved, That frequent and varied exercises in Chanting and Church Music 
will tend to prepare children to participate in the fuller services of Christian Worship 
and the Holy Communion.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE. 


The Committee appointed on non-reporting Clergymen and Parishes, beg leave 
respectfully to report: 

By Canon 15, Section 1, Title 1, of the Digest, entitled, ‘‘of the mode of securing 
an accurate view of the state of the Church,” it is made the duty of every minister of 
this Church, having charge of, or settled over, any Parish or Congregation of the 
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same; and in case the Parish be vacant, of the Wardens of such Church or Parish to 
return to the Bishop of the Diocese on or before the first day of every annual Conven- 
tion, a statement of the number of baptisms, and of other services and matters con- 
nected with the Parish, by which an accurate view may be had of the state of such 
Parish or Church. The same Canon also makes it the duty of every Clergyman, not 
regularly settled in any Parish or Church, to report the occasional services he may 
have performed, and if he have performed no such services, the causes or reasons which 
have prevented the same. 

The importance of a compliance with these provisions can admit of no argument, 
and needs no words from your Committee to set forth. It is believed that the 
simply calling attention to the subject, in the present manner, will be sufficient for the 
purpose intended. 

By reference to the Journal of the last Convention, it appears that of the eighty-six 
Parishes in union with this Convention, and the nine Missions and Chapels, six 
present no report in the Journal; and of ninety-seven Clergymen canonically con- 
nected with the Diocese, fifteen present no report upon its pages. The Secretary 
ought not to be subjected to the additional trouble of calling or waiting for Reports 
before he can complete the Journal. 

With this statement, your Committee believe they will have fulfilled the purpose 
of their appointment; and therefore respectfully present the same without further 
remark,

G. Society for the Promotion of Religion and Learning 
in the State of New Vork. 


REPORT. 


The Committee on the ‘‘Society for Promoting Religion and Learning in the State 
of New York,” appointed at the last Convention, beg leave to report : 

That the Society was originally instituted and endowed by the Rector, Church- 
wardens and Vestrymen of Trinity Church, in the City of New York, in the year 
eighteen hundred and two; and the endowment was increased in the year eighteen 
hundred and eleven. 

That it was incorporated by an act of the Legislature, passed April 4th, 1839, 
under ‘‘the name of ‘The Protestant Episcopal Society for Promoting Religion and 
Learning in the State of New York,’ to be located in the City of New York.” 

That this act of incorporation was amended by an act passed May 6th, 1844, the 
2d section of which makes it ‘‘lawful for the said Corporation” to receive gifts to be 
applied ‘‘in any part or parts of the State of New York.” 

In the second article of the Constitution of the said Society, ‘‘as finally adopted 
by the Vestry of Trinity Church and said Society, July roth, 1826,” the objects 
of the Society are declared to be: 

‘‘ The ensu#ing of a.sufficient number and succession of pious and learned Ministers 
of the Gospel, attached to the excellent doctrines and order of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church, and for the accomplishment of that end, 

‘*To assist pious young men, designed for Holy Orders in the said Church, and 
needing pecuniary aid, in the prosecution of their literary and theological studies, 
within this State ; 

‘To receive donations for pious purposes, and to superintend the application of 
the same ; 

‘To assist in the establishment of a Theological Library ; 

‘<To aid the constituted authorities of this Diocese in the support of Missionaries ; 

‘To relieve meritorious and indigent clergymen of this Diocese ; 
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** And to pursue such other measures as, in the judgment of the Trustees, may be 
best calculated to promote religion and learning in the State of New York.” 


From these facts it would appear that all the Dioceses within the territory of the 
State of New York have an equitable claim to a share in the benefactions of the 
Society. This claim, on the part of Western New York, has been recognized by its 
officers in past years by donations to Hobart College, in addition to the annuity of 
$500, pledged before the first division of the Diocese of New York. Our candidates 
for orders have also been liberally aided from its funds. 

The consideration and adjustment of such claims, however, would seem to belong 
more properly to the Provincial Synod, as representing the whole original Diocese. 

Nevertheless we would respectfully suggest that, considering the great and im- 
portant work done by Hobart College for Christian education and the preparation of 
young men designed for Holy Orders, not in this Diocese alone, but throughout the 
Church, which work is now more or less imperilled by the want of income, it would 
be proper for the Diocesan authorities to urge upon the Society the claims of the 
College for temporary aid from its funds, till the present effort to enlarge its endow- 
ment shall have been completed. 

And we would further suggest that, as the recipient of its benefactions, this Dio- 
cese should make collections to aid the funds of this Society, which has done, and is 
yet to do, a noble work in this ecclesiastical Province. 

We beg leave, therefore, to offer the subjoined resolutions.

Rr. Rev. AND DEAR S1rR—In compliance with the requirements of 
§ 3, of Canon I., of Title III., of the Digest, I would hereby give 
particular notice that the following alteration of the Constitution of 
the Church is proposed, to wit: that comprised in the resolution sub- 
joined, said resolution having been adopted by a constitutional major- 
ity of both Houses of the General Convention of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, in October, A. D., 1868: 


Resolved, That the alteration of the Constitution recommended in the following 
Resolution be proposed, and that the same be made known to the several Diocesan 
Conventions, in pursuance of Article 9 of the Constitution, viz: 


Resolved, That Article 5 of the Constitution be amended so as to read as follow- 


Ing, VIZ: 


A Protestant Episcopal Church in any of the United States, or any territory 
thereof, not now represented, may, at any time hereafter, be admitted on acceding to 
this Constitution; and a new Diocese, to be formed from one or more existing Dio- 
ceses, may be admitted under the following restrictions, viz: 

No new Dioceses shall be formed or erected within the limits of any other Diocese, 
nor shall any Diocese be formed by the junction of two or more Dioceses, or parts 
of Dioceses, unless with the consent of the Bishop and Convention. of each of the 
Dioceses concerned, as well as of the General Convention, and such consent shall 
not be given by the General Convention until it has satisfactory assurance of a suitable 
provision for the support of the Episcopate in the contemplated new Diocese. 

No such new Diocese shall be formed which shall contain less than six Parishes, or 
less than six Presbyters who have been for at least one year canonically resident within 
the bounds of such new Diocese, regularly settled in a Parish or Congregation, and 
qualified to vote for a Bishop. Nor shall such new Diocese be formed if thereby any 
existing Diocese shall be so reduced as to contain less than twelve Parishes, or less 
than twelve Presbyters who have been residing therein, and settled and qualified as 
above mentioned; provided that no city shall form more than one Diocese. 

In case one Diocese shall be divided into two or more Dioceses, the Diocesan of 
the Diocese divided may elect the one to which he will be attached, and shall there- 
upon become the Diocesan thereof, and the Assistant Bishop, if there be one, may 
elect the one to which he will be attached; and if it be not the one elected by the 
Bishop, he shall be the Diocesan thereof. 
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Communication from General Convention. 


Whenever the division of a Diocese into two or more Dioceses shall be ratified by 
the General Convention, each of the Dioceses shall be subject to the Constitution and 
Canons of the Diocese so divided, except as local circumstances may prevent, until 
the same may be altered in either Diocese by the Convention thereof. And whenever 
a Diocese shall be formed out of two or more existing Dioceses, the new Diocese 
shall be subject to the Constitution and Canons of that one of the said existing Dio- 
ceses to which the greater number of Clergymen shall have belonged prior to the 
erection of such new Diocese, until the same may be altered by the Convention of 
the new Diocese. 


And also, that the changes in “‘a Table of the days on which Easter 
will fall for thirty-eight years,” proposed in the following resolutions, 
adopted by both Houses of the said General Convention, are submitted 
to the consideration of the several Diocesan Conventions, to-wit: 

Resolved, That the accompanying additional Cycle be made known to the Conven- 
tion of every Diocese, agreeably to the eighth Article of the Constitution. 


Resolved, That an additional Cycle completing the present century be inserted in 
the Table for finding Easter; and that the Cycle from 1843 to 1861 inclusive, which 
has already expired, be hereafter omitted.

At the recent Annual Convention of the Diocese, the following reso- 
tion was unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That a Committee of three be appointed, whose duty it shall be, in con- 
nection with the Trustees of the Episcopate Fund, to take immediate action toward 
increasing the capital of that Fund, with power to make assessments upon the Par- 
ishes for the amount needed annually to make up the salary of the Bishop of the 
Diocese, until the income from the Principal shall be sufficient for the support of the 
Episcopate. 

In accordance with this resolution and the table of assessments, the 
amount due from your Parish during the coming year will be............ ; 
payable in four quarterly payments; and it is requested that these pay- 
ments be made to the Treasurer of the Diocese as nearly as possible on 
the first of the following months, viz: September, December, March and 
June. The amount may be raised either by the quarterly collections, or 
in any other way as Parishes may choose. 

It is most important to bear in mind that these assessments are for 
the sole purpose of making up the deficiency in the income from the 
Episcopate Fund. Were that Fund complete, these assessments would 
not be necessary; and it is an obligation resting upon the whole Dio- 
cese to increase the Fund to such an amount that these assessments 
may be done away. It is hoped that an effort may at once be made to 
accomplish this desirable object. The Fund now.amounting to about 
$27,000, should be increased to $75,000. The Committee will prepare 
a tabular statement of the sums the various Parishes should raise to 


Assessments. 
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complete the Fund; and until the whole Fund is raised, whatever your 
Parish contributes annually above its annual assessment, will be credited 
to the Parish on its assessment for the Principal of the Fund. 

May it not also be suggested that there is in the Diocese no object 
more important, and more worthy of bequests, than this of the increase 
of the Episcopate Fund. 

We trust, therefore, this whole subject may receive the serious con- 


_ sideration it deserves.

Our Church became a Free Church by a vote of the Society, Jan. 16, 1870. The 
plan has worked well, in certain respects, but it is too soon to be fully assured of its 
general success. The amounts contributed to Diocesan Offerings is not as great, thus 
far, as under the former plan, while no more is paid to the Rector, though the pay- 
ments are more prompt. The enlargement that has been contemplated by adding a 
Recess, Chancel, and Vestry Room, is still deferred, partly from a want of earnest 
purpose with those who signed the subscription, and partly because of other unex- 
pected calls to pay for a new Orchestra, new modes of warming the Church, and re- 
pairing the tower injured by the winds. Our Sunday School is quite prosperous, 
though only about one-half of the pupils on our list are regular attendants. The list 
of our communicants has been lessened by 14 removals, and on account of the absence 
of the Bishop there have been no additions by confirmation. A small number are 
awaiting a visitation to be confirmed. Within the year past the Rector has prepared, 
preached, and published, in newspaper form, a History of the Church, and sent a copy 
to the Committee on the Archives.

At the De Lancey Mission, during the past year, Services have been held every 
Sunday up to June 26th, in the School House. Of these about one-third have been 
by the Clergy of Geneva, the remainder by lay members of the De Lancey Associa- 
tion of Hobart College. Immediately after the sermon followed the Sunday School, 
which numbers about fifty children and an adult Bible Class of about twenty. This 
Mission was visited by the Bishop the 27th of Feb., but there were no Confirmations, 
neither have there been any Baptisms. Services and a Sunday School have also been 
kept up at the Hobart Mission. In October last these two Missions decided to unite 
in an effort to erect a building which should be more convenient and suitable for the 
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worship of Almighty God. With little means themselves, but trusting that God would 
raise up friends for them, they began a building 28 ft. by 48 ft. This is now all 
completed except painting, and the two Missions met together in it for the first time 
on the 26th of June. The cost of the building has been about $2,000, of which, 
through their own efforts and the kindness of the Churchmen of Geneva, about $1,200 
have been already raised; the remainder will be assumed by responsible members of 
the Mission, and we trust that the Church, to be called S. Paul’s, will be ready for 
consecration as soon as the Ist of September. ) 

On Tuesday, May roth, of this present year, S. Peter’s Church, the Memorial 
Church of Bishop De Lancey, was consecrated to the service of God. The request to 
consecrate was made in behalf of the Trustees of the Parochial Fund, the two dio- 
ceses of Western and Central New York, and about fve thousand contributors.

I have labored during the year amid manifold and great discouragements, being 
obliged much of the time to devote myself to hard secular labor in order to carry for- 
ward all-important improvements. But God enables me to see some evident results. 
A parish was organized in East Pike in November last, but I resigned the first of 
April, leaving a class of II persons ready for Confirmation, who were Confirmed at 
Hunt’s Hollow. I had circulated a subscription and raised over $800 in pledges to- 
ward the construction of a suitable house of worship, and a liberal Churchman of 
New York, Dr. S. A. Main, had pledged himself to secure $2,500, enough to put 
up and furnish a very creditable edifice. The reason for my resignation was the de- 
sire to prosecute my original work more vigorously, at Perry and Castile. At Perry 
my work has been slowly progressing. I have recently organized a Parish at that 
point, and have a few very faithful and earnest workers, though very limited in pecu- 
niary ability. The people themselves have raised more than $100 toward an all-im- 
portant improvement of the Church edifice. I have raised, through other sources, 
$217. We ought to have, at the least calculation, $200 more to make the place in- 
viting for public worship, not including a stone foundation which ought to be laid 
and fence to be built. Because of a projected railroad, Perry becomes an exceedingly 
important point for Church enterprise. Castile is very slow in Church progress; and 
if the projected railroad should have a terminus at East Gainsville, it will become a 
more favorable opening for Church work. I have held twenty services at that point, 
where they are without stated preaching,

REPORT OF TRUSTEES. 


To the Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church of the Diocese of Western New 
York: 

The Trustees of the DeVeaux College for orphan and destitute children, in pur- 
suance of the terms of their Charter, respectfully submit their Annual Report for the 
year 1869: 

The funds of the institution consist of one hundred and forty-two thousand two 
hundred and forty-seven dollars and fifty-two cents of principal yielding income. 

These funds are invested in, and consist of, Bonds and Mortgages, Stocks and 
Land Contracts. 

The domain of the institution consists of three hundred and thirty acres of land, on 
which the College edifice, and other buildings connected therewith, have been erected. 

The real estate, exclusive of the domain, is estimated at seventeen thousand dollars. 

The income received during the year from the endowment fund was, $12,208.14

The amount actually paid during the year for the current expenses of the institu- 
tion, was twenty-three thousand nine hundred and twenty-five dollars and sixty- 
six cents. 

In addition to the amount above paid, there was, on the first day of August, 1869, 
an indebtedness for current expenses and extraordinary repairs, of two thousand nine 
hundred and twenty-seven dollars and eighty-nine cents outstanding and unpaid, over 
and above all income due and payable at that time. For the purpose of paying this 
indebtedness, an equal amount was dorrowed from the principal of the endowment 
fund left by Judge DeVeaux, the same to be repaid to principal from income as soon 
as the condition of the income would admit. 

A building for a Gymnasium has been erected on the College grounds, at an ex- 
pense of two thousand five hundred dollars, and to pay for the same the sum of two 
thousand five hundred dollars was dorrowed from the principal of the endowment fund, 
to be repaid from the income as soon as the condition of the income would admit. 
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DeVeaux College—Report of Trustees. 


In August, 1869, the Rev. Dr. Van Rensselaer presented his resignation, as Presi- 
dent of the College, to take effect on the first day of November then next, which 
resignation was accepted. 

The Rev. George Herbert Patterson was appointed Vice-President of the College, 
and took the charge of the institution soon after the first of November. 

One hundred and fifteen boys were instructed in the College during the year 1869. 

Of this number twenty were probationers; twenty-four were foundationers ; fifty- 
eight were term pupils, and thirteen day scholars. 

At the close of the year there were twenty-eight boys in the College as probation- 
ers and foundationers, of which number six were placed there under the Augmentation 
Fund. 

The course of instruction and government is the same as presented in former reports. 
All which is respectfully submitted.

The power of such Council is to be defined and lim- 
ited by the General Convention. But no action of such Deputies shall be valid until 
it is ratified and confirmed by this Diocese. The Committee respectfully present the 
following resolution : 

Resolved, That this Convention proceed to elect sixteen Deputies, to be composed 
of eight Clergymen and eight Laymen, to attend any Council that may be convened 


pursuant to the Canon.
